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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-3 filed 23 February 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive due to 
amendment. Therefore, the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn. 

Subsequently, the prior art rejections of all claims dependent therefrom are withdrawn. 

Claims Allowable - Reasons for Allowance 

2. This statement is not intended to necessarily state all the reasons for allowance or all the 
details why the claims are allowed and has not been written to specifically or impliedly state that 
all the reasons for allowance are set forth (MPEP 1302.14). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1, as amended, is allowable over the prior art of Zoraster (US 

5,839,090), Mitchell ('An Algorithmic Approach to Some Problems in Terrain Navigation, 
hereinafter "Mitchell 1986") and Tran (US 5,892,462). The novelty of the claim lies in the 
amended embodiment wherein the method is applied to an aircraft having a vertical flight profile 
to be complied with determining the evolution of its instantaneous altitude, wherein the lengths 
of the paths catalogued during the application of the chamfer mask to a goal point, are associated 
with the forecastable values of the instantaneous altitudes that the aircraft would have by 
reaching the goal point via these paths while complying with the vertical flight profile imposed, 
and wherein the catalogued paths associated with forecastable values of altitude that are less than 
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or equal to the goal point altitude given by the terrain elevation database and increased by a 
protection margin are excluded from the search for the shortest path. 

Subsequently, claims 3-11 are also now allowable due to dependence on the allowable 
claim 1 .
